Gainesville; Ga., July 15, 3:30 a. m.— 
(Special.)—Si Smith, the Habersham coun- 
ty farmer who killed William Bell, the 
commercial traveler from Atlanta, sev- 
eral months ago, was shot to death right 
under the eyes of Sheriff Munday, of 
Hall county, this morning directly alter 
midnight. 

The shooting was done while Smith was 
within the steel cage in the very heart 
of the jail, and was witnessed by every 
prisoner confined along with the slayer 
of Bell. 

Shortly before midnight 
Sheriff Munday, 


was awakened by a man at his door, who, 


last night 


who lives at the jail, 


when the sheriff had answered the sum- 
mons, stated that he was the sheriff of 
Gilmer county and that he had a prisoner 
he wanted to have locked up for the 
night. In the dark Sheriff Munday could 
see nothing but three or four men just 
outside the building. One of these was 
surrounded by the crowd and to all ap- 
pearances was the prisoner the midnight 
caller said he had in charge. Requesting 
the man who had accosted him to wait a 
few minutes, Sheriff Munday dressed and 
then appeared at the main entrance to 
the jail building. Gathered about it were 
some eight or ten men, all of whom were 
armed with the exception of one, or

Middlesex County Bank, of Perth Ambey,

RUN IS MADE ON OTHER PLACES 


Cashier Valentine Disappears, but Ré- 
turns After Short Absence 
with His Attorney and 


New York, July 14.—George M. Valen- 
tine, cashier of the Middlesex County 
bank, of Perth Amboy, N. J., which was 
closed today, has surrendered himself 
and is now in jail on account of a short- 
age in the bank's funds, which has been 
variously estimated all the way to $165,- 
om. The affair caused consternation 
among the business men of Perth Am- 
boy, where the Middlesex bank was con- 
sidered as strong as the eternal hills. Se 
panic stricken did the residents become 
when the bank had failed to open this 
morning ‘that crowds surrounded the 
Perth Amboy Savings institution, which 
has the same officers as the Middlesex 
bank. It became necessary to call for the 
aid of the police for the purpose of 
maintaining order. U. B. Watson, the 
president of both banks, says that the 
funds of the Perth Amboy Savings instl!- 
tution were not touched, that the $300,000 
deposited to the account of the savings 
institution is absolutely safe and hat no 
matter how badly the Middlesex bank 
has been wrecked, the savings bank will 
be able to meet all demands of deposi- 
tors. These words of assurance from the 
officers of the savings bank had the ef- 
fect of checking the run on this bank 
during the afternoon. 

On Monday last Cashier George M. 
Valentine, evidently ecencluding that ‘he 
could no longer conceal the shortage at 
the Middlesex bank, l2'«jpuoned President 
Watson that he was detained, but said 
that he would appear at noon. Mr. Wat- 
son, Who was taking the absent cashier's 
place, could not find some $7,900 in bills 
which should have been on hand to com- 
mence operations. 

Robert N. Valentine, the cashier's fa- 
ther, was summoned and he aided tn the 
search for the missing money. It could 
not be found and finally the work of 
checking was begun. Then it soon became 
evident that during the last 
the accounis of the bank 
gled.

CONVICTED OF CONSPIRACY. 


GBtriking Miners in Arkansas Ar- 
raigned in U. S. Court. 

Fort Smith, Ark., July 14.—Ten striking 
miners were convicted in the federal 
court today of entering into a conspiracy 
on the evening of July oth to intimidate 
and terrorize the imported negro miners 
in the employ of the Kansas and Texas 
Coal Company, in violation of the in- 
junction issued by federal Judge Rogers. 

It developed in the testimony that the 
strikers armed themselves and searched 
the homes of the negroes, taking win- 
chesters which had been supplied to them 
by the company. 

Then the negroes were forced at the 
points of guns to attend a public meet- 
ing which was held in the city, where 
speeches were made. Over one hundred 
of the negroes promised that they would 
quft the company and leave the city, but 
they have since changed their minds and 
are at work in the mines again.

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MUST STAMP YOUR OWN CHECKS 

— / 

Bank Cannot Save Revenue Tax to 
the Depositor. 


Washington, July 14.—Commissioner 
Wilson, of the internal revenue. has is- 
sued a circular absolutely prohibiting 
branks from affixing stamps to chekcs 
unstamped when presented and requiring 
them to return the same to the drawers. 
In his circular to collectors the commis- 
sioner says: 

“You are directed to notifiy the banks 
that are guilty of stamping unstamped 
checks that if the practice is not imme- 
diately discontinued they will. be report- 
ed to the United States district attorney 
for prosecution. 

“The instruction contained in the treas- 
ury decision No. 19,606. under date of 
June 29, 1898, to the effect that there was 
no objection to the affixing by the bank 
of the requisite stamps to an unstamped 
check presented for. payment is hereby 
revoked. 

‘This instruction was given to meet an 
emergency immediately preceding the tak- 
ing effect ‘of the stamp act of July 1, 
1898, in order to obviate the necessity of 
returning by the’ banks thousands of 
unstamped checks issued by drawers in 
ignorance of the law. The law being now 
generally understood there is no further 
need of such permission.”’ 

This action was taken upon information 
that certain banks had adopted the prac- 
tice of not requiring stamps as an adver- 
tisement to secure patronage as against 
rival banks.

It °:s 
well known that a considerable amount 
of German bills are held here at specu- 
fation rates, and that a large amount of 
credits are on a Berlin firm which recent- 
ly failed. : 
it is understood that a small financial 
house here arranged to take the bills as 
they arrive trom the east through July 
at 1%, and as discount 18 3¥2, there is a 
very serious matter for the firm. : 

“Rumors are, therefore, current of im- 
pending financial difficulties; and in the 
circumstances, it is not surprising that 
the banks and others are acting with 
more than usual precaution just now in 
keeping surplus balances well in hand. 

The Statist in its editorial on the 
money outlook tomorrow will say: 

“The Bank of England has raised the 
hank rate from 3 to 34 per cent, and to 
444 per cent for short advances. There 
was some question whether the general 
rate should be put up to 4, but it was 
finally decided that an advance of %% per 
cent would be sufficient for the moment. 
This step was practically forced upon 
the bank by further heavy reductions in 
the reserves of the New York banks from

oniv makes further gold shipments from 
the United States out of the question, 
but brought London to face the possibil- 
ity of New York taking money from 
Europe so soon as wheat begins to move. 

“The continued overflow wf cash into 
the country, the Freneh competition for 
gold in the London market, the inabil- 
itv of the Bank of England to obtain gold 
abroad to a greater extent than is neces- 
sary to meet interier requirements and 
the ability of Japa nto take gold away if 
she requires it—these all are additional 
factors for protecting the bank reserve. 
Since January 2ist the reserve has de- 
clined about £900,000. 

“Will the present rate have to be 
further advanced? is the question. Last 
year at this date the reserve stood at 
more than £25,000.000. Then we were 
calling in money from Germany, and the 
United States was taking payment for 
wheat and cotton largely in securities. 
This year we have no balances in Ger- 
many and may be wnable to pav the 
I’nited States by selling stocks. Hence 
we must be prenared either to offer a dis- 
count rate sufficientiy hizh to induce 
American banks to keep Mlances on this 
side or to send gold in payment for pro- 
ducts. We may consequently witness a 
5 per cent rate here and a higher rate in 
Germany than last year.”

Washington, July 14.—Consu! General 
Bose, the German official who has been 
one of the foremost figures in the recent 
events in Samoa, today gave to the As- 
sociated Press an interesting outline of 
the conditions up to the time he left Sa- 
moa, 

“rTior to the arrival of the Samoan 
commission,’’ said he, ‘‘an armistice had 
been arranged with the native forces. The 
commissioners first turned their atten- 
tion to disarming the native forces. The 
commission then gave a hearing on board 
the Badger to each of the claimants for 
the kingship, Mataafa being heard one 
day and Tanu another. They were ad- 
dressed, not as kings, but Simply as 
‘Sirs.”, As senior member of the body, the 
American commissioner, Mr. Tripp, asked 
some very direct questions of Mataafa 
and Tanu. He wanted to know if they 
were ready to give their support to the 
committee, even if it determined to deny 
the right of one or the other of them to 
the kingship or to abolish the kingship 
entirely. Serious as these questions were 
to the two claimants to the throne, they 
‘promised to support the commission tn 
whatever action was taken. 

“Some days later the Badger went along 
the coast to Malie, where Mataafa's head- 
quarters were located. The native chiefs 
came alongside and formal surrender of 
the guns was made to the commission. 

‘“‘Mataafa and his chiefs came aboard 
the ship and were entertained at a din- 
ner. The Tanu party followed with the 
surrender of their arms a few hours later, 
for while the decision of the commission- 
ers had upheld Tanu, yet it was felt to 
be in the interest of all concerned that 
the native kingship should be brought to 
an end and that an administration by 
white men, at least over those locali- 
ties where white interests are greatest 
should be brought about. Tanu yielded 
to «us decision, but for a time there was 
some prospect of trouble as the royal 
flags were kept flying over the Tanu 
headquarters, despite thea fact he had sur- 
rendered the kingship. This was a source 
of irritation to the Mataafa peonle, who 
considered it contrary to the understand- 
ing arrived at. 

“Since arriving in this country, I un- 
derstand that this source of difficulty has 
been removed, and that the Tanu flag is 
withdrawn and the Tanu forces dispersed. 
The Mataafa people have also gone back to 
the interior. With natives disarmed and 
both factors back to their homes, there is 
every reason to believe that no further 
trouble will arise, and that the commis- 


sion will be free to work out a satisfactory 


plan for the future government of the 
islands. | 

‘“‘In determining upon the abolition of 
the kingship the commission examined the 
question with great care. The opinion 
of all of the leading business interests in 
Samoa was secured, and this was almost 
unanimous in favor of abolishing the 
kingship. The manager of the German 
Gompany, which is the most extensive 
business concern on the islands, strongly 
approves the plan of having white ad- 
ministration. 

‘The two large companies, the British 
business interests and the small or Ger- 
man concerns also approved the plan.”

Washington, July 14.—The report of 
railway statistics for the year 1898, com- 
piled by the interstate commerce com- 
mission and made public today, shows 
that eleven roads went into the hands of 
receivers, against forty-five taken out, 
while the mileage of receivership roads 
Was reduced by 6,166 miles operated and 
5,133 miles owned. 

There was a decrease in the 
stock of the roads in receivers’ hands of 
$221,927,.239. The aggregate mileage of 
railways on June 30, 1898, was 47,532, an 
increase of 4,088. miles. 

The total number of railway corpora- 
tions in the Uni:ed States was 2,047. The 
total number of locomotives in service 
was 36,234, an increase of 248 over the 

previous The total of railway 
employees 74,558, an increase of 
51, 082. 

An interesting feature ig a wage sum- 
mary compiled for over 99 per cent of the 
total employees. There was paid in wages 
$495,055,618, an increase for the year of 
$29,454,037. This sum represented 60.423 per 
cen: of the total operating expenses. 

The total amount of railway capital 
outstanding on June 30, 1898, not includ- 
ing current liabilities, was $10,818,554,031. 
Of the outstanding stock 66.% per cent 
paid no dividends. : 

Of the stock paying dividends 6.63 per 
cent paid from 1 :.o 4 per cent. There was 
4.54 per cent of the dividend paying stock 
that paid from 7 to 8 per cent. The total 
in dividends paid was $96,152,889, being 
an average of 5.29 per cent on al] stock 
on which a dividend was declared.

“If I was put on the stand tonight to be 
sworn I could not say what democrat I 
was for, nor could I say what democrat I 
was against. I honor and esteem Mr. 
Bryan and think he is a noble, conscien- 
tious man, but there are a number of 
things about him that I object to. One 
thing that I seriously object to is his 
view that congress, when it assembles, 
should order the withdrawal of all troops 
from the Philippines, a proposition that 
would be against all the laws of human- 
ity, and which would be a dishonor and 
a disgrace to this country from which 
we would not recover in ai hundred 
years. 

“It has been stated in some quarters 
that I favor Mr Gorman for the presi- 
dency. Like Mr. Bryan, there are ob- 
jections to my mind in Mr. Gorman; not 
personal, for we are warm friends, but 
he has also ideas at variance with mine. 
He was against the ratification of the 
treaty with Spain, and was very angry 
with Senator Pettus and myself because 
we would not follow his lead. So you 
see, I have no choice in the matter. What 
l want to Know is, will the man nomi- 
nated by the democrats for president 
abide by the platform adopted? We were 
fooled once before in idr. Cleveland, and 
he wrecked the party se far as he was 
able, and I don’t intend, if my humble 
protest will prevent it, to be fooled 
again."' 

Governor Johnston is unequivocally for 
Bryan and the Chicago platform. Mor- 
gan has been the idol of the people of 
Alabama for years. Johnston has a splen- 
did record as an executive and is a man 
of conspicuous ability. If the governor 
enters the race the fight will be between 
giants. 

The Old Gun Story. 

In a storehouse in the 
nigit two young machinists, Peter Zin- 
sen and Thomas Mitchéll, were toying 
with an old shotgun belonging to the 
proprietor of the store, when the former 
pointed the weapon at the latter and pull- 
ed the trigger.

Have Attended the Meoting.

Prominent Instructors Present Es- 
says Which Produce Debate. 


CAUSE OF EDUCATION WAS ADVANCED 


President of University and State 
School Officers Lend Their 
Presence to Convention. 


Los Angeles, Cal., July 14.—The Na- 
tional Educational Association convention 
closed today.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., July 2 Reena Phelps, 
Darkis Hooks and‘Ida Hooks, three negro

Not until this afternoon has there been

of the murdered negro, but this evening 


‘at 6 o'clock, at the request of a negro wo- 
man named Ella Jones, Coroner Hollis 
exhumed the dead body of the man, and 
she positively identified the remains as 
those of her son, Jim Jones. The features 
y *e badly swollen and distorted and be- 
y: id recognition, but she identified the 
coipse by certain marks on his body and 
a particular scar on one of his feet. 


Her little son identified the shirt on the 


deceased as like one his brother Jim had 


possessed. Jim Jones had been working 


at Harris's brickyafd and he was paid 
off last Saturday, and has not been back 
to work since, although there was plenty 
of employment for him. His mother says 
he left her home last Sunday morning, 
and she has not seen him since. It, there- 
fore, seems that Jim Jones is the murder- 
ed man. 

Lucy Phelps and Darkis Hooks live in 
the vicinity where the murder was com- 
mitted. Until recently Jim Jones had 
been boarding with Darkis Hooks, and, it 
is said, owed her some money. Her sis- 
ter, Ida Hooks, and Jim Jones’ were 
sweethearts, but had fallen out with 
each other. 

On last Saturday afternoon the two 
Hooks women went to see Jones at Har- 
ris’s brickyard to get money from him. 
On the following Tuesday morning Jim 
Jones was found dead not very far from 


Darkis Hooks’'s house. 

On yesterday Mitch House, 
acting with Officers Dumas and Plunkett, 
found an ax buried in the dirt under the 
house of Lucy Phelps. There are stains 
on the blade of the ax that are thought 
to be blood. | 

Because -of the above and other cir- 
cumstantial evidence, the three women 
have been arrested and placed in the city 
barracks, and will be given a preliminary 
hearing tomorrow. The Hooks. women 
were arf@sted by Plunkett and Dumas 
this afternoon, and they arrested Lucy 
Phelps last evening.

account of the fact that they cannot fur- 


nish buyers. 

Today it has developed that in all prob- 
ability the retail merchants will be pun- 
ished under the law and that the whole- 
sale dealer will go free. Such seems to 
be the tenor of a jJetter from Commission- 
er O. B. Stevens. Yesterday several Toc- 
coa merchants, whose oil has been se!zed, 
wrote Mr. Stevens asking that in some 
way they be relieved so that they might 
have the use of their tanks and again be- 
gin the sale of oil. In this letter to Mr. 
Stevens, they mention the fact that the 
local inspector at this place has been 
instructed by the commissioner as fol- 
lows: “Sit steady in the boat. We will 
settle the matter here,’’ and they are 
asking how the matter can be settled in 
Atlanta. 

In an answer to the letter from Toccoa 
merchants, Mr. Stevens, among other 
things, says: 

“The law seems to be against the retail 
merchant—that I am only authorized to 
seize his oil and confiscate it, while the 
wholesale dealers from whom you gentle- 
men buy this oil under the law are to go 
free."’ Thus it will be seen that the oll 
companies, under Mr. Stevens’s construc- 
tion of the law, are not liable, while the 
merchant who bought the oil in good 
faith, believing it to be up to the Georgia 
test, is liable to fine and imprisonmeni, 

There are some interesting facts con- 
nected with the seizure of oil at this 
place which it would appear tend to show 
that there has been some failure in the 
performance of duty by some one con- 
nected with the inspection and these 
facts are as follows: 

On June 19th a large supply of oil was 
received at this place from the Standard 
Oil Company. It was inspected by Mr. 
W. A. Fowler, local inspector, and was 
found to register 117 instead of 120, as re- 
quired by law. A sample was at once 
forwarded to the department of agricul- 
ture, and on June 2lst Mr. F'owler receiv- 
ed an order to pass the oll and at once 
the merchants began to fill their tanks. 
About July 1st Special State Inspector 
Raines was sent here. He tested the oil 
and found that it registered only 117%, 
Some days after this Inspector Fowler 
received instructions from Commissioner 
Stevens to seize this oll—the very same 


| oil which Mr. Fowler had condemned and

the earl of Lenox, as the ceal causes of 
her execution twenty-seven years later. 
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crown of England. Philip II. would have 
liked her to marry his heir, Don Carlos, 
but realizing the double power to Le 
gained through a marriage with Darnley 
—had he only been worthy of it—admit- 
ted Mary’s course to be ‘the one gate 
through which religion could be restored 
in England.”

Raleigh, N. C., July 14.—(Special.)- It 
is freely remarked all over the couatry 
that interest in politics is greater than 
ever before in an off year.

He contends that the courts 
will pass upon the constitutionality of 
the amendment, and will decide that the 
“rrandfather clause’ of the amendment 
is unconstitutional and the educational 
clause constitutional, and thus impose 
the educational qualification upon all 
voters, white and black alike. To this the 
democratic state chairman replies that it 
is singular that if the amendment be 
unconstitutional the senator should 
trouble himself about it, as the whole 
amendment must stand or fall together. 

The democratic chairman has adopted 
a new and powerful means of spreading 
the propaganda of support of the amend- 
ment. He is now issuing 150,000 copies of 
a newspaper supplement, in which the 
democratic leaders discuss the amend- 
ment, and in this symposium is a letter 
from a well-known republican in special 
advocacy of the amendment. 

Chairman Simmons Answers.* 

A new feature is the answer by Chair- 
man Simmons to the charge by the re- 
publicans that last year during the cam- 
paign the democratic speakers, one and 
all, promised not to disfranchise or. in 
any wa abridge the right of the negro 
to vote. The chairman says as to this: 

“Pray, to whom did the democrats make 
such a promise? The party certainly did 
not make it to the negro, because it dia 
not ask for negro votes. On the contrary, 
it defied the negro vote. It said to the 
negro: ‘We do not expect your vote; we 
expect to beat you with the votes of 
white men.’ It said to him, ‘This is a 
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white man’s country, and white men must 
and shall rule it.’ It said to him, ‘We 
propose to put an end to negro offige- 
holding in North Carolina.’ It said to 
him, ‘We propose to put a stop to negro 
domination in North Carolina now anil 
forever.’ And upon every stump it de- 
manded and promised white supremacy. 
Under these circumstances what sense 
would there have been in making this or 
any other promise to the negro? What 
consideration could the democratic party 
have expected to receive from such a 
Promise, and what possible inducement 
was there to make it? Whatever prom- 
ises the democratic party made upon the 
subject of suffrage generally, or upon any 
other subject, were made to white men, 
and not to the negro. The democrats did 
promise the white people that no white 
man should be disfranchised for lack of 
education or on account of his -poverty, 
and it did promise the white women as 
well as the white men of North Carolina 
that if it come into power it would per- 
manently establish white Supremacy 
throughout the state. It was upon the 
faith of these double promises that we 
won the great’ and glorious victory of 
November Sth. A vote cast against the 
amendment will be a vote cast to con- 
tinue the negro as a voter, and if that 
vote be cast by a white man it will be 
the most distinctive vote any white man 
in North Carolina has ever cast against 
his race.

And 
finally it will be a vote which cannot 
possibly help even the negro for whom it 
is cast, since if the latter could succeed 
in defeating the purpose of the white 
man as expressed in this amendment, the 
race question will remain unsettled, with 
the fixed and irrevocable purpose on the 
part of the whites to settle it, if not in 
one way, then in another, but.to settle 
it, and settle it forever.”’

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ATKINSON DENIES. HE 1S BEHIND 
MOVE TO PREVENT CONSOLIDATION 


Second Bays Hearing in Street Railway Case Before Com- 
missioner Brings Qut Interesting Testimony, 


ATKINSON THE MAIN WITNESS 


Declares He Never Worked Very Hard 
To Get Inte the Deal, 


SAID HE WAS DISGUSTED WITH MATTER 


Claimed When Hurt Modified Propo- 
sition He Refused To Have Any- 
thing More To Do with 
Deal—Glad He’s Not 
on Inside. 


The second day’s hearing in the case 
of the state against the Atlanta Con- 
eolidated Street Railway Company before 
Commissioner Parry yesterday was fully 
as interesting as the first. There were a 
number of important developments dur- 
ing the day, and the fight appears to be 
growing warmer all the time. 

Five witnesses were examined yester- 
day for the defense—H. M. Atkinson, 
president of the Georgia Electric Light 
Tax Collector A. P. 
Brandon, attorney for 


Company; County 
Stewart; Morris 
the Collins Park and Belt Railroad Com- 
pany and the Georgia Electric Lignt 
Company, and W. A. Johnson and Henry 
Hynds, citizens of Richardson street. 
The defense is making a desperate effort 
to show that the Georgia Electric Light 
Company is behind the present litigation, 
and that is why this side has summoned 
such a long string of witnesses. 


The greatest interest yesterday cen- 


tered in the testimony of H. M. Atkin- 
son. He denied emphatically that he was 
in any way_connected with the litigation, 
or that he had inspired it; and said 
he knew very little about it. He stated, 
flowever, he thought the constitutional 
provision was & good one; that he hear- 
tily approved of the suit, and that he 
would willingly do anything in his power 
to aid the state in its fight. 
Mr. Atkinson was questioned 
closely by the defendants’ attorneys rela- 
tive to his recent dealings with Joel 


Hurt, president of the Trust Company of 
con- 


very 


Georgia, concerning the proposed 
solidation of all the local street car lines 
with the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany. He declared he had on several oc- 
ecasions talked with Mr. Hurt relative 
to buying the lines in which he was in- 
terested, but claimed that Mr. Hurt had 
not stood up to the agreement he had 
made, and that he quit the matter in 
disgust. Mr. Atkinson’s statements along 
this line materially differed with the 
statements of Mr. Hurt the day before, 
Mr. Atkinson denying that he had ever

Mr. Hurt suggested the coin scheme, and 
in @ jocular way carried it out, without 
his agreement. 

The Hearing of the case is set for 9 
o’clock this morning before Judge Can- 
dler.

The lawyers for the defense, however, 
will ask for a delay on the ground that 
they have not been able to submit all 
their evidence to the commissioner. The 
state will not object and the case will 
be set for some future day. The at- 
torneys will meet again at 10 o'clock 
this morning before Commissioner Parry 
and will continue the examination of 
fhe witnesses for the defense.

The Morning Session. 

The morning session yesterday began 
at 11 o’clock.

The witness was asked concerning the 
new franchises he had applied for and on 
what streets his lines were to run. He 
gave a brief outline of the proposed 
routes, but could not remember how many 
times his line would cross those of the 
Consolidated or how many blocks of Con- 
solidated track he intended to condemn. 

Mr: Atkinson stated he had first become 
interested in Atlanta street railroads in 
1889, when he was president of the com- 
pany that built the road to the barracks. 
This road had been sold later, and was a 
part of the Atlanta Rajlway Company's 
systemi. Yie had sold his interest in the 
road at a reasonable profit, and when 
asked by Mr. King what this reasonable 
profit was Mr. Atkinson positively refused 
to state. L. Z. Rosser, Mr. Atkinson’s 
attorney, was present, and often advised 
the witness not to answer certain ques- 
tions, which the witness refused to do. 
The objections will, or course, go before 
the judge. 

Furnished Power to Atlanta Railway. 

Mr. Atkinson also stated his company 
had a contract to furnish power to the 
Atlanta Railway Company and also to 4 
part of the Consolidated. He stated these 
bills were paid once every month by the 
Trust Company of Georgia by vouchers 
indorsed by E. Woodruff, president of the 
Atlanta railway, and another official of 
the same company. 

The witness stated he was aware the 
city was advertising for bids for another 
lighting contract, and when asked if he 
intended to bid he refused. on the advice 
of his attorney, to answer. 

Mr. Atkinson also stated he was inter- 
ested in street railroads in Atlanta in 191, 
having been a prime mover in the consoli- 
dation scheme at that time. He had in- 


with the roads, but had found there was 
too much watered stock in the Consoli- 
dated and he @efused to have anything 


to do with it. 


The witness stated that it was about 


ame interested 
in the Collins Park line. having been 
made one of its officers. Mr. King asked 
Mr. Atkinson if he had not attempted to 
combine his electric light plant with the 
railway systems, and he replied he had 
talked over the matter with Mr, Hurt 


ana Sam Inman. He stated he had gone 


to New York partially for the purpose of 
working this plan, and refused to state 
at what valuation he had offered to put 
in his plant or what it was worth. 

Stray Article in Savannah News. 
Mr. King asked Mr. Atkinson about an 
article that recently appeared in The 
Savannah ‘Morning News relative to the 
Atlanta Railway and Power Company. 
This article gave some interesting inside 
facts about the contemplated consvlida- 
tion, and expressed the opinion in so 
many words that the consolidation would 
not bce successful. Copies of this paper 
were distributed In Atlanta. 

The witness denied that he had had 
anything to do with the publication of the 
article. He had seen it, one of the mark- 
ed papers having been left in his office. 
When asked who had left it, he stated 
he did not know. He did not know the 
Atlanta correspondent of The News; had 
not paid for nor furnished the facts for 
the article, and had not furnished the 
Stamps for the distribution of the papers 
in Atlanta. 

When asked by Mr. King if he had 
helped to defray the expenses of the pres- 
ent Htigation, the witness replied he 
had not, and sald: 

“I do not think there is anything out 
of place in being connected with this 
litigation. I most heartily approve of it, 
and if any opportunity arises for me to 
lend my aid in any way, I shall be happy 
to do so. I think the constitutional pro- 
vision a wise one. The framers evidently 
Knew what they were doing when they 
put it in there. I don't believe in bot- 
tling up a city in favor of one road and 
to the death of competition.’ 

Mr. King asked Mr. Atkinson why it 
was he thought it wrong to consolidate 
the street railways, but not wrong if the 
electric lighting plant were included in the 
corporation. 

“Well, circumstances alter causes, 
the reply. 

The witness further sald that it was 
not true as had been stated by Mr. Hurt 
that it was his intention to issue $6,000,000 
in bonds and $6,000,000 in stock on the 
consolidated roads and light plant, but 
that $5,000,000 was the figure he had dis- 
cussed, The properties were to be put in 
at their exact cost. 

At this juncture the court took a recess 
until 3:15 o'c!lock. 

Hurt Gave Him Options. 

The direct examination of Mr. Atkin- 
son was resumed at the afternoon 
sion. When asked about his former deal- 
ing with Mr. Hurt, he made the follow- 
ing statement: 

“Mr. Hurt gave me options on both the 
Consolidated and the Atlanta Railway 
Company. I told him the papers must 
be signed unconditionally, and that night 
I left for the north, one object of 
Visit being to work the deal. 
got to Washington, however, 
a telegram from Mr. 
his proposition. The twelve hours on 
the train before I got to Washington 
and before I received (Mr. Hurt's tele- 
gram, was really the only time during 
our entire negotiations that I was _ pre- 
pared to act. I am glad now I did not 
get into the deal, because I afterwards 
found the prices were too high, there be- 
ing about $2,000,000 of water, priced at 
100 cents on the dollar. When I got Mr. 
Hurt’s telegram I was disgusted with the 
whole affair, and I never paid any more 
attention to it.’’ 

Mr. Atkinson firmly denied that he had 
gone north three,times for the express 
purpose of working through his dea] with 
Mr. Hurt. He had been in New York 
several times of late, and had worked 
some along that line, but he had never 
devoted his entire time to it. 

Mr. King exhihited |jsome telegrams 
which had passed between Mr. Hurt and 
Mr. Atkinson while the latter was in 
New York, relative to the proposed deal. 
Mr. Atkinson acknowledged he had sent 
the telegrams signed by him. In one he 
had stated he would accept Mr. Hurt’s 
proposition provided ‘‘all physical, legal 
and financial conditions were acceptable.” 
When asked what he had meant by this. 
he replied he meant exactly what the 
telegram said. 


Never Registered at Hotel. 

The witness acknowledged that on one 
of his trips to Baltimore he had refused 
to register at this hotel because he did 
not want his presence known. Mr. King 
asked Mr. Atkinson if he did not know 
that Mr. Hurt was in the city at the 
same time attempting to make some f- 
nancial arrangements for this street car 
lines, and the witness replied he did not 
care at that time whether Mr. Hurt was 
in the city or not. Mr. Atkinson stated 
he had received a modification of the 
proposition from Mr. Hurt in Washing- 
ton soon after he had _ received Mr. 
Hurt’s telegram, Lut that he was so dis- 
gusted with the way Mr. Hurt had acted 
that he ‘had ecarried the modification 
around in his pocket for about ten days 
without even opening it. 

Mr. Atkinson declared he thad never 
offered to sell his electric plant to Mr. 
Hurt, but on the other hand had re- 
peatedly refused Mr. Hurt’s overtures. 
All his negotiations with Mr. Hurt had 
been from the standpoint of his purchas- 
ing Mr. Hurt's railroads. 

The witness stated that, in his opinion, 
$2.5300,000 was a fair valuation on the 
properties of both the Consolidated and 
the Atlanta Railway. He declined to 
declare the value on each. 

“Why was it, then,’’ asked Mr. King. 
“that you attempted to place these prop- 
erties In New York for $5,000,000?" 

‘‘Because J did not know as much about 
them then as I do now,” was the reply, 

At the conclusion of his testimony, Mr. 
Atkinson roasted Mr. Hurt for making 
public the private telegrams that had 
been sent him. 

“Those were personal matters. said 
Mr. Atkinson, “between me and Mr. 
Hurt, and should have been regarded as 
such. I am very much surprised that 
my confidence should be betrayed, and 
that these papers should appear here in 
open court to be perused by everybody 
who crfes to see them.” 

Mr. Atkinson insisted* on making 
lengthy statements in explanation of his 
former ones, to which the attorneys for 
the defense seriously objected. Mr. Brown 
insisted that Mr. Atkinson be given an 
opportunity to explain, and the witness 
was allowed to make his statement cov- 
ering several points already referred to. 

Mr. Atkinson was not cross-examined by 
the state. Mr. Hurt was present during 
almost the entire time he was on the 
stand. 

Morris Brandon on the Stand. 

Morris Brandon was the next witness. 
Attorney General Terrell objected to all 
parts of the testimony int:'#duced by the 
state not referring to actual competition. 
This objection was noted and will go to 
the judge. An effort will be made by the 
state to have nearly all of it ruled out. 
A lively fight is expected on this point.

OF H. G. MATTOX 


Took Dose of Morphine in New Orleans 
Yesterday Morning. 


HE WAS FOUND IN A BOX CAR 


Left a Note Saying "Love and For- 
saken’”’ Was the Cause of It All. 


PLACE OF SUICIDE WAS IN ELYSIAN FIELDS 


His Father Says He Roamed Over 
the Country—There Seems To Be 
Love Affair Behind Suicide. 


Far from his home and friends and 
alone in an empty Lox car, H. G. Mat- 
tox, a young man who lived in Atlanta, 
sought death by the hand of a suicide, 
and wheh he was discovered he was al- 
ready too deep in the cold waters of the 
Stvgian fiver to leave a. message to 
those who tried to save his life. 

The suicide of young Mattox occurred 
at New Orleans yesterday morning, and 
strémgely enough the where he 
nerved himself to the fatal act was tin 
Elvsian Fields, a suburb of that city. 

Mattox left Atlanta only a few days 
ago, and from the papers found in 
pocket it would seem that there was a 
secret of love and despair rankling in 
his breast which drove him to seek death 
by his own hand rather than face the 
darkness of the gloomy shadows that 
were gathered around him. 

His career had been a strange one, for 
he had roved over the country and al- 
though not more than 22 years of age, he 
had been to nearly every city in this 
country and had crossed the sea to Eng- 
land. His restless disposition had been 
a great trouble to his parents and they 
had done everything within their power 
to make him contented at home, recent- 
ly purchasing at his request a farm in 
the country.

The great competitors in this race 
for position are the -Soutbern Railway 
Company, the Seaboard Air-Line and 
the Louisville and Nashville Company. 
These three powerful interests, backed 
by hundreds of millions of capital, are 
reaching out for such ramifications as 
will give them superiority of positon 
and which will make them impregna- 
ble from the attacks of rival interests. 
That these three powerful combina- 
tions should use Atlanta as the very 
keystone of their systems is a high tri- 
bute to the positon which our city oc- 
cupies and gives evidence of that com- 
ing greatness of which our most san- 
guine developers have not even 
dreamed. 

The Seaboard Air-Line and the Bal- 
timore and Ohio are on the verge of 
an alliance which will give the Sea- 
board direct entrance into the city of 
New York, thus connecting the states 
of Georgia, Alabama, Florida and 
South Carolina with the national me- 
tropolis.

is nevertheless well to bear in mind 
the value of what we have in hand. 
When we see the position which At- 
lanta holds in all these immense rail- 
road calculations, we should have a 
renewed hope in our city and taking 
on fresh courage should be prepared 
to avail ourselves of all the advantages 
which are coming this way. 


The Passing of a Gentleman. 

The death of Major John C,. Court- 
ney removes a citizen whose life may 
be described as far more than useful. 
lie took upon himself and carried out 
successfully a great variety of duties 
in church and in society, Uther men 
have done so with more or less suc- 
cess; but no man ever flavored the 
performance of these duties with tne 
perfume of a finer courtesy. 

In this hard age, when everything 
tends to money-getting, when success 
in life igs measured in dollars, the 
voung men who are growing up are 
apt to smile as those manipulations of 
courtesy and refinement which are met 
with now and then in those whose 
lives connect the present generation 
with the past. In these times they are 
apt to imagine that business methods 
demand a certain amount of bluntness 
and brusqueness. No doubt this is one 
of the penalties—or shall we say beau- 
ties—of the era of electricity. We have 
no time for the graces and refinements 
of the past. If we pause to be polite, 
a nickel will escape us; if We stay to 
be courteous, a dollar will be lost, 

And yet Major Courtney was a man 
of affairs, and it is not recorded that 
he made losses by carrying his gra- 
cioug manners, his courtesy and his 
refinement into all the details of his 
business. It is true he did not die a 
millionaire, but we know of no million- 
aire, unless it be George Peabody, or 
Peter Coover, or Baron Hirsch, who 
extracted more real happiness and sat- 
isfaction from life than Major Court- 
ney: for his graciousness and his gen- 
tle courtesy were a part of his nature. 
It is true that their manifestations rep- 
resented the social ethics of the old 
school, but these ethics in turn were 
based on a desire to please. 

One of our very greatest writers has 
taken occasion to give a definition of 
a gentleman, and this definition fits 
Major Courtney’s character and dis- 
position to perfection. The great con- 
cern of a gentleman, says the writer 
to whom we have referred, is “to make 
every one at their ease and at home. 
He has his eyes on all his company; 
he is tender toward the bashful, gen- 
tle toward the distant, and merciful 
toward the absurd; he can recollect 
to whom he is-speaking; he guards 
against unseasonable allusions, or top- 
ics Which may irritate; he is seldom 
prominent in conversation and never 
wearisome. He makes light of favors 
while he does them, and seems to be 
receiving when he is conferring. He 


never speaks of himself except when. 


compelled, never defends himself by a 
mere retort, he has no ears for slan- 
der or gossip, is scrupulous in imput- 
ing motives to those who interfere 
with him, and interprets everything for 
the best.”’ 

Such, in part, is the definition of a 
gentleman, and it must be confessed 
that it holds forth a very high ideal. 
Yet few men lived closer to it than 
Major Courtney. He carried with him 
wherever he went and into whatever 
company he went the flavor of those 
old times when all the attributes of 
character which expand into refined 
courtesy were the beasis and founda- 
tion of social life, and his death re# 
moves a typical! representative of the 
old south.

E:iucational Opportunities. 

Mr. Frederick Harrison, in an ad- 
dress delivered at the recent unveiling 
of the medallion portraits of Lamb 
and Keats at Edmonton, made some 
remarks on the subject of education 
which, while they may have a tendency 
to mislead some young men, are very 
sound and sensible. He referred to the 
small opportunities which these men 
of genius had for securing an academic 
or an “official’’ education. Both were 
wholly bereft of any education of this 
sort, and yet they are both English 
classics. 

It must not be hastily inferred from 
this that an academic education would 
have been of no benefit to these men 
if they could have secured it. It would 
have helped them over many a hard 
place, and saved them a_ world of 
drudgery. Myr. Harrison points out how 
the very greatest English writers owe 
nothing of their success to the conven- 
tional and college curriculum, but 
formed their own minds and their own 
ideals; but he is also careful to point 
out that the highest education that can 
be secured in a formal way is but the 
beginning; that those who receive a 
complete academic training, must, after 
all, give themselves their own educa- 
tion. 

This being so, it follows that the 
mind which has the most complete ac- 
ademic training is the best equipped 
for education itself. Yet it must be 
remembered that opportunities of men- 
tal training have been multiplied to 
such an extent in these davs that an 
ambitious young man may find at his 
elbow pretty much all the necessaries 
for obtaining a training far superior 
to that received in any formal wavy 
by the great majority of men fifty or 
a hundred vears ago. Itisas true now 
at it was then that a man must educate 
himself, and it is much more certain 
that the inquiring mind will find the 
opportunity. 


Not a Question of Theology. 

A correspondent of The New York 
Sun calls that paper’s atteagtion to 
the fact that one of the dogmas of 
the Catholic church igs that the Lord 
may be known “by the natural light of 
reason from the things which are cre- 
ated.’ As this statement ig drawn out 
by the discussion over the contention 
of Bishop Potter that the Bible is lit- 
erature and therefore the work of man, 
it may be well to observe here that 
while the natural reason refers man 
inevitably to a Creator, a being who 
must be above and superior to the 
things created, it throws no light 
whatever on the inspiration of the 
scriptures. 

The natural reason and what might 
be termed the aboriginal! conscience, 
assist, indeed, in promoting conclu- 
sions, as, for instance—the order and 
beauty of inanimate creation, as well 
as the various aspirations of man him- 
self, show that there must be a Cre- 
ator, that this Creator, since he can- 
not be seen. or felt. or otherwise dis- 
cerned; and, considering all the cir- 


| cumstances of man’s nature and his 


| position in this scheme of creation, 


what is more reasonable to suppose 
than that the Creator has, at some time 
or other, sent hig creature a definite 
and tangible message? 

So far the natural reason carries us 
safely and surely, but there it stops. 
Is the Bible really the message that 
the reason has led man to expect? 
This is the question the reason. asks, 
and the only satisfactory reply is that 
which faith gives, What ig the result 
when the reply is not given by 
faith—when the reason presumes 
to enter a domain that does not 
belong toit? For answer we refer to 
Dr. Briggs and Bishop Potter. e 
proves by a course of reasoning and 
argument, which is ag applicable to 
One book of the Bible as another, that 
parts of the gcripture are myths, le- 
gends, fairy tales and what not. The 
other insists that the Bible is litera- 
ture and that it must be criticised as 
such, These are the answers that the 
natural reason gives, even when it is 
based on what are supposed to be 
scholarship and eritical acumen. 

There is no doubt a department of 
theology in which the play of the nat- 
ural reason and the aboriginal con- 
science are dealt with in a more sat- 
isfactory and plausible manner than 
we are dealing with them here; but 
even Christian theology depends on 
faith. Moreover, we are speaking in 
behalf of the millions who have faith 
in the inspiration of the Bible as God’s 
message to man. Reason and con- 
science have a new and a wide fleld to 
operate in, once we have faith in the 
divine message and all that properly 
pertains to it. But those who, under 
the cloak of belief, proceed to upset 
the faith of Christians, are contribut- 
ing to tthe confusion, \disorder and 
riot of unbelief. 

And if theology, so-called, must take 
on this hue and color in order to com- 
mend itself to what is falsely called 
science, thoughtful men cannot too 
promptly set upon it the marks of thelr 
disapproval. More than that, if Chris- 
tian churches propose to entertain 
and honor men who ative the lie to the 
very creed they profess, it is not at all 
wonderful that the avowed champions 
of inflidelity should attract crowds of 
hearers. What more influential as- 
sistants could the Ingersolls have than 
Briggs and Potter? 

Gold and the Trade Balance. 

The recent export of gold abroad 
has not attracted much attention, but 
it may easily become a very impor- 
tant matter in the near future. Up to 
the present time, while gold has been 
going to Europe from New York, a 
fair supply hag been coming in from 
Australia by way of San Francisco. 
What this Australian movement means 
remains to be seen. It has been sug- 
gested in one New York newspaper 

not an authority on the matter, how- 
ever—that the gold coming in by way 
of Australia ig simply on its way to 
england, and that this explaing the 
export of gold from New York when 
the rate of sterling exchange was not 
at the export point. 

We shall know better about this af- 
ter awhile; meanwhile it is worth 
noting, as one of the possible factors 
in the movement, that our export trade 
has been cut down nearly one-half. 
This fact has not been given very 
wide advertisement, but The New York 
Financial Chronicle, in a recent isuue, 
suggested that “the gittation as now 
developed has about it grave elements 
of insecurity.”’ The figures themselves, 
however, are more eloquent than any 
comment that may be made on them. 

There has, in fact, for some reason 
or other, been a falling off in our bal- 
ance of trade to the extent of $231,000.- 
000. In 1897-98 our trade balance was 
$615,000,000, a fact on which we plumed 
ourselves—and with no little reason. 
Expert writers on economics and grave 
business men declared that the like 
had never been seen before, so far as 
this country was concerned. This was 
a very mild way to put the achieve- 
ment. for cold figures show that from 
1790 down to and including 1898, the 
total exports of this country were only 
$970,000,000 more than her imports; 
and to have one vear-—that of 1898— 
credited with $615.000,000 of this 
amount, surely. that was forging 
ahead ata great rate. It is no wonder 
that experienced observers claimed 
that we were entering on a new era: 
indeed, the wonder is that the Ameri- 
can eagle didn’t scream louder than it 
had ever screamed, 

Now, after the phenomenal year of 
1897-98, when we find ourselves con- 
fronted by a shrinkage of nearly one- 
half of the trade balance of that year, 
it is not strange that so conservative 
a periodical as The Financial Chroni- 
cle should find in the gituation “grave 
elements of insecurity.’’ Nor ig it 
strange, all things considered, that 
those editors who shrieked aloud and 
writhed in agony at every shipment 
of gold in 1895-96, should now remark 
that, after all, international]! trade bal- 
ances are very insignificant move- 
ments. 

Yet it is not to be denied that if a 
big trade balance was thought to be 
such an important and significant sign, 
its shrinkage by one-half is equally as 
significant. What does it mean? And 
how will it affect our gold supply?

| COL. WATTERSON PREACHES 


DOCTRINE OF EXPANSION 


An editorial in The Loultsville Courier- 
Journal of last Wednesday from the pen 
of Hon. Henry Watterson, has created a 
flutter all along the line and The Con- 
stitution reproduces it herewith. Even 
those who do not agree with the views of 
the brilliant Kentuckian are always inter- 
ested in his characteristic individuality in 
the statement of his position on any pub- 
lic question. ' 

Under the title “The Gulf States and 
the Policy of Expansion,’ Mr. Watter- 
SON Says: 

I, 

“In answer to a flock of misleading 
sophisms, and of other utterances of a 
more or less interested character, ema- 
nating from certain conspicuous but 
short-sighted politicians having mediocre 
talents and a turn for the ostentatious 
array of resounding platitudes, The Cour- 
ler-Journal golicits the attention of the 
people of Texas, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Georgia, South Carolina and 
Florida, 

“Its theme shall be the questions em- 
braced by the term national expansion, 
its purpose an attempt to elucidate some 
of the quandaries precipitated upon us 
by the war with Spain. We shall under- 
take to show that the one hope of the 
states named lies in the vista of oppor- 
tunities newly created in the Pacific 
ocean and brought to their door by the 
construction of the Nicaragua canal. This 
we may take to be now assured, for, 
although the vast power and resources pf 
the transcontinental lines of railway wall 
Obstruct its completion to their utte- 
most, subsidizing so-called newspap 
and retaining would-be party leaders aml 
buying votes in congress, they can only} a 
little impede it. It is inevitable both, go 
the political and commercial exigencips 
brought into being by the untowagi 
events of the last eighteen months. [it 
is destined to work a sweeping revolutién 
in the economic conditions of the coun- 
try. But it will be of far-reaching and 
overmastering importance to the people 
of the gulf states and the southern states 
contiguous thereto; to a degree, indeed, 
that it is not too much to say it will 
rehabilitate them in their lost. prestige 
and opulence, and may find them an 
avenue of escape from the conflict of 
races which overshadows their present 
life and menaces their future. 

“We do not propose to write from the 
point of view of partisan politics: but 
the party leaders will do well to remem- 
ber that in public affairs material inter- 
ests dominate popular movements, and 
that, in the end, even the people of the 
south will find out what their real in- 
terest is, and support those politicians 
who are truest to it. 

II. 

‘The gulf of Mexico, if not a dead 
eddy, is a semi-tropic, inland sea, with 
An imperfect outlet. The gulf states are 
in a pocket. Of the states upon the east- 
ern seaboard of the United States, they 
@re furthest away from the centers of 
trade and money. 

“All efforts at direct communication be- 
tween them and Europe have been em- 
barrassed by the increased distance on 
the one hand and the dominancy of the 
Rreat northern cities on the other. In 
that direction there is no hope save that 
of fiscal and geographic dependency. As 
the map now is they will always have 
to pay tribute to the ship-oWners and 
money-changers of New York, and its 
collateral branches, Philadelphia and Bos- 
ton. Even Baltimore has had to struggle 
upward through the overhanging shad- 
ow of these ocean toll-gates, although 
within a stone’s throw of their banking 
houses, their warehouses, their docks, 
harbors and wharves. In a word, the ac- 
tivities of the North Atlantic being ruled 
by Liverpool and New York, the gulf 
Btaics are at the mercy of the capitalists 
of England and the United States. who 
have sent the price of cotton down to 
the starvation point and who never let 
@ sovereign or a dollar go until they are 
assured, not only of its safe journey, but 
of its return with interest. As the south, 
both out of line and impoverished, has no 
pull, except through its raw materials, it 
is, abundant as these are, bound to be 
gsecond-considered and second-served in 
the regulation of prices and the dispo- 
sition of the carrying trade. 

“But taking the map of the whole con- 
tinent of America, both north and south, 
and starting from any point upon the 
Gulf of Mexico, between Galveston and 
Key West, look south and west, and 
what do you see? In a straight line first 
southward over the Caribbean sea to 
Bluefields in Nicaragcea, then northward 
wp the San Juan river and through Lake 
Nicaragua and due west across a narrow 
strip of land less than twenty miles in 
breadth, you come to the Pacific ocean. 
Behold, the vislon of power and glory, 
of wealth and renown, that rises before 
the mind's eye: the imperlal states of 
California and Oregon and Washington, 
to the northward; still further north, 
Alaska; and right out at sea in front 
of you, Hawall; all territory of the United 
States of Amfrica: to be held against the 
universe: to be defendéd as long as there 
remains a yankee to carry a gun. Hut 
look again and look further. There be- 
fore you, still gazing westward, is an- 
other world; another new world: with 
its myriads to be clothed and fed; to he 
educated in wants: to be cultivated In 
arts: to be elevated Into civilization and 
markets; China and Japan and Australia 
and New Zealand and the multitudinous 
isles of the boundless Pacific. Including, 
of course, the Phillppines. Already Eu- 
rope is reaching out for this rich spoll, 
fts doorway being by Asia and the Suez 
eanal. Already, it is a world-fight be- 
tween England and Germany and Rus- 
sia, the three great Furopean powers, for 
ndvantages in the partition and develop- 
ment of the one-quarter of the globe 
where markets may be found for the 
overproduction of the older countries. 
But, with tthe Nicaraguan canal, all 
these regions are geographically ours: 
and, as if the Ruler of the Universe had 
meant to Impress the fact upon us and to 
save us from losing the chance, He car- 
ries our flag there and plants it right in 
the center of this new world: and there 
we are today, and there we shall be this 
time a hundred years hence unless some- 
body comes along who ts strong enough 
to drive us out. 

“The circumstance appeals to the whole 
country; because, as we have already a 
Pacific coast front to protect we must by 
reason of this alone become a great naval 
power and, incidentally, a great military 
power, and it is but anticipating conditions 
not very far ahead of us to take our place 
in the procession of mankind and to profit 
by the advantage which uninvited and un- 
expected has come to us. But to the Pa- 
cific stafes and to the guif states it is the 
one great light of the future. It is the 
one rescue of the Pacific states from the 
railway monopoly, which has stunted their 
growth and is strangling their life, the 
one hope of the gulf states for an inde- 
pendent outlet for their resources and a 
market unsubjected to oppressive geo- 
graphic limitations, nor dominated by cap- 
ital, which, if not hostile, is indifferent. 
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“The gbhobe is shutting up like a tele- 
scope; and, through the smaller end, one 
can see farther than Jefferson saw 
through the larger. Manila is not as far 
from Washington under modern condi- 
tions as New Orleans was in Jefferson's 
day; California was harder to reach at 
the date of the Gadsden purchase. Every 
year the world grows smaller. Yet the 
gulf states of the south, negro-ridden and 
impoverished, have stood apart, helpless, 
seeing the narrowing stream quite pass 
them by, and, just as a great ocean oi}- 
let is offered them, come a troop of penny- 
trumpeters to toot the old cant about 
“the consent of the governed’’—whose 
own author did not consider it when the 
enlargement of his country was involv- 
ed—and to drone about constitutional 
forms, which have at no time stood 


> 
against the expanding desires or the prac- 
tical needs of a people essentially enter- 
prising and progressive. 

“Already this people approaches in num- 
bers a hundred millions. Presently there 
will be two hundred millions. Does @ny 
thoughtful man imagine that they can be 
held within a Chinese wall when the world 
at large is moving resolutely forward, 
each overcrowded nation seeking to take 
possession of the waste places of the 
earth? Has modern invention, convulsing 
the rest of the universe, fixed us where the 
fathers of the republic left us? Does elec- 
tricity, with its centralizing agencies, 
count for nothing? But, waiving matters 
of commerce and war, and of business 
competitions, both rational and national, 
what of our boasted religion and civiliza- 
tion if we are to draw back aghast before 
the thought of carrying the Bible and the 
flag beyond existing boundaries and insist 
upon a policy of isolation the end of 
which, if it were possible, could be only 
another China with exceeding doubtful 
yankee variations? 

ITT. 

“The idiosyncrasy of the century which 
we are leaving behind us was Iiberty. 
Beginning with the successful revolution 
of the British colonies in North America, 
the provinces of Spain in South America 
and the peoples of the European coun- 
tries from Great Britain to the Russian 
and the Ottoman frontiers, have been 
reaching out after constitutional gov- 
ernment. Measurably they have obtained 
either it, or something like it. The idio- 
Syncrasy of the century before us will be 
markets. Labor-saving machinery has 
brought about overproduction. Tariff laws 
are merely provisional. The twentieth 
century will be given over to a great 
commercial battle between the nations 
and the laws of the universe will read the 
survival of the fittest. 

“In this battle all the original advant- 
ages will lie with the United States. Whart- 
ever production mayg.or may not have 
done—and it is our opinion that free 
trade would have brought the same re- 
sults—it is quite certain that the Ameri- 
can manufacturer no longer stands in 
need of it. From a collar thitton to a )o- 
comotive he is beating his forelgn rivals. 
He needs no tariff. 

“But {n all these possible incidents and 
transactions, the gulf states have but a 
subordinate interest, an interest indirect 
and secondhand. Their beacon light is the 
Nicaragua canal. Thereafter their hope 
is the development of the universe on the 
other side of the Nicaragua canal. 

“This transfer is inevitable. If the gulf 
States are true to themselves they will 
fling aside any party which dares step 
across the pathway of their prosperity 
and which proposes to manure their wast- 
ed fields and to fill their hungry mouths 
with commonplaces about the ‘consent of 
the governed.’ They will say as we say, 
‘Sir, we do not get our bread and butter 
out of politics, anyhow, and, as between 
Wheeler and Lee—and you—we follow 
Wheeler and Lee, and the flag, and the 
further it carries us the better.’ They 
will say to him, as we say to him, ‘Sir, 
the McKinley administration may be all 
you say it is, but we will settle with 
Aguinaldo first and consider McKinley af- 
terward, and, meanwhile. we have our 
convictions and opinions, and do not 
mean to fool away tur time watching to 
see wheat the administration does in 
order that we may do exactly the oppo- 
site, as you seem to be doing.’ 

“If the gulf states will do this, all will 
be well. We shall place the national in- 
terest above the party interest, and, come 
what may, we shall be on high, safe 
ground; in the matter of political, par- 
tisan interests equally prepared for viz- 
tory or defeat, and, ia either event, quite 
sure of the future. 

“And, when these auguries are realized. 
what a future for the gulf states! There 
is the mouth of the Mississippi drawing 
from the great northwest exhaustless 
tribute to the Nicaragua outlet. Sailing 
like an argosy of golden fleece down the 
father of waters. There is Galveston, and 
the oval coast line of Texas, facing tha 
gulf, with an empire—no longer shut out 
from the world—behind them. There are 
Mobile, the lovely, and Pensacola, the 
patient—hitherto but wall flowers—sleep- 
ing beauties in the ballroom of commerce 
—to waken at the touch of the fairy 
Prince Fortunatus. Then there is the 
whole of the west coast of Florida, all 
the way from Cedar Keys to Key West— 
the nearest point to the isle of the Ant )- 
les—next door to the Nicaragua canal— 
the short-cut of the northeast to the Pa- 
cific—with untold and undiscovered riches 
to cast into the magic, crucible, whose 
elixir of life is to regenerate the south. 
If there be no obstruction to the easy 
possibilities immediately before us with- 
in a single decade one, or more, of these 
gulf points will begin the onward leap 
toward metropolitan development. It may 
be Galveston, or its neighbor, Houston, 
It may be New Orleans. It may be Mo- 
bile. It may be Pensacola. It may be 
Tampa or Punta Gorda. Or it may be 
some point upon the coast as yet bare of 
habitation and wanting a name; some 
point upon the open gulf where quick 
inland transit and good harbor facilities 
are available. Then, indeed, will all the 
states we have named blossom like the 
traditional rose and regain their old-time 
splendor; independent in all things, trib- 
utary in nothing. 

“These are suggestions merely; but they 
are probable by the maps and the statis- 
tics; and with serious affection and en- 
tire confidence we urge them upon the peo- 
ple of Texas, Arkansas, Louisiana, Mis- 
sisippi, Georgia, Alabama and Florida.”

INEXPECTED CHANGE IN COTTON RATE 
VT MADE BY CHAIRMAN TRAMMELL 


——— 


He Proposes a Heary Reduction in Short Hauls--Little Roads 
Would Be the Ones To Suffer 


NO CUT OVER 100 MILES 


Short Lines Are Paralyzed at the Hew 
Schedule Submitted 


THEY WERE TAKEN BY SURPRISE 


So Were Commissioners Crenshaw and 
Atkinson, Who Did Not Know 
What the Chairman Con- 
templated—The Case 


Was Postponed. 


The cotton case before the state ratlroad 
commissfon took an unexpected turn yes- 
terday. 

Colonel l.. N. Trammell, chairman of 
the cammission, modified his original 
proposition and submitted a schedule to 
reduce the rates from 20 to 83 1-3 per cent 
on short distances, and leaving them vun- 
changed above 10 miles. 

This was a surprise to his associates 
on the board, and Commissioners Spen- 
cer Atkinson and T. C. Crenshaw, as well 
as to every one else. 

The small roads were staggered. They 
knew the big systems would put up 
etrong pleas against Colonel Trammell’s 
original motion to make a horizontal re- 
duction of 20 per cent, and they hoped to 
escape. The little roads do not get much 
revenue, as a rule, any way. Cotton is a 
great item with them, and the proposi- 
tion to cut their revenue on that article 
of traffic 25 per cent gave them creeping 
paralysis. 

It had been shown by the large systems 
that they would lose from $7000 to $109,-

No Evidence or Argument, 

Chairman Trammell brought this out 
in a paper which he read at the opening 
of iue@ case. The commission was sitting 
in the senate chamber at the capitol, 
the crowd being so large that the board's 
office would not accommodate all of 
them. 

No evidence or argument heard 
from the railroads. Just as soon as the 
case was called the chairman :@ nounced 
that he would read his views. He had 
them typewritten, and he proceeded with 
the reading. His colleagues on the board 
listened with much imierest as the chair- 
man had not conferred with them, end 
they had no idea what was coming. 

Court Decisions Irrelevant. 

Colonel Trammell declared that the cot- 
ton rates in other states and no other 
rates had anything to do with the sit- 
uation in Georgia. A case in Georgia is 
not to be decided by the action of a com- 
mission in Kansas, nor by the decision 
of a federal court in a case made there. 
The chairman argued that as the rate of 


was 


interest is legally higher in some states 


than in others, so may freight rates be 
higher in some/states than in others. 

After sketching the history of the adop- 
tion of the present cotton rates and the 
increased facilities which the roads had 
for handling freight, Colonel Trammell 
said that his proposed reduction would 
still leave the roads as much profit as 
they derived from hauling cotton in 1888, 
when the present rates were adopted. 
The chairman did not think the fire 
tisk was an important ~oint in the case, 
hor was he impressed by the statement 
that a great deal of cotton has to be han- 
dled twenty-four different times by a 
road. He referred to the rates in Texas 
as having been forced on the state by a 
federal judge; and he quoted from the 
rates which were proposed by Chairman 
Reagan, of the Texas commission—rates 
Which were so Jow that the courts en- 
joined them on the ground that they 
Were unreasonable and confiscatory. 
South Carolina’s rates are about the 
Same as Georgia’s rates, said the chair- 
Man, 

Sixty cents per mile for hauling a bale 
twenty miles, Colonel Trammell thought 
Was too high, and he proposed to cut it to 
® cents a bale, and he cited instances 
Where farmers hauled their cotton twelve 
to eighteen miles, rather than pay the 
freight. Rates from Dallas, Newnan and 
Palmetto were quoted. 

The Proposed Rates. 
In conclusion, the chairman said: 
“I have read with intcrest the conten- 
Won that a horizontal reduction of rates 
Would disturb coast rates and affect very 
*erlously our home factories, and with a 
View to giving the planter a rate and 


helping instead of injuring the home fac- 


tories, I propose in lieu of the motion 
pending the following figures for class ‘J’: 
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“This rate proposes a reduction of pres- 
ent rates 26 per cent for distances up to 
twenty-five miles; 2% per cent to fifty 
miles, and a acale from 10 to 18 per cent 
between fifty and 100 milea, and will not 
injure, but will benefit the manufactur- 
ing interests.

“Cotton is probably the most impor- 
tant item of freight the smaller roads 
have,” he remarked. “On distances of 
ten and fifteen miles Colonel Trammell’s 
scale would cut the rates 33 1-3 per cent. 
At fifty miles the reduction amounts to 
21 per cent, and at twenty-five miles it's 
more than 28 per cent. It would ruin 
some of us. The big roads, with thelr 
large gross earnings, might not notice 
the loss of a few thousand dollars, but 
on a road that makes only $100,000 gross, 
the loss of $5,000 is a big item. 

“The chairman evidently does not want 
to wreck the roads. He saw that his 
horizontal cut of 20 per cent would cost 
the roads of the state possibly $300,000, 
so he changed his proposition to make 
the cut apply only to hauls less than 100 
miles. That relieves the large companies 
very much, but it would be mighty 
hard on us little fellows. If the local 
cotton mills are to be considered, the 
short roads, which are local institutions, 
as a rule, ought to be considered also. 
That sliding scale would ruin some of us 
if adopted.” 

Too Poor To Stand It. 

Some of the roads filed supplemenial 
answers yesterday morning. The South- 
ern put in one showing how a horizontal 
cut of 20 per cent would bring down the 
through rates through the Virginia ports 
and Charleston, how it would disturb 
the rate situation in Alabama, South 
Carolina and North Carolina, as well as 
in Georgia.

Freight Earnings Off. 

“Notwithstanding the revenue received 
from the large fruit crop of 1898, and 
the volume of government freight han- 
dled by this c@#npany during the late 
war with Spain, our earnings on freight 
over the entire line for the ten months 
ending April 30th, this year, were $55,238.82 
less than for the ten months ending April 
30, 1898. Our earnings per ton per mile 
during the above period over the entire 
Mne were reduced from 1.201 cents in 1898, 
to 1.065 cents per ton per mile in 1599, 
a reduction equal to .136 mills, amounting 
to 11.33 per cent. 

“In the report prepared for the inter- 
state commerce commission, of statistics 
of railwaya in the United States, ending 
June 30. 1897, the freight earnings per 
mile of road for group five, which com- 
prises the stateseof Georgia, Florida, Ai- 
abama, Mississippi, Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky, are lower, with one exception, 
than any of the other groups. The avcr- 
age per mile for group five is $2,961.21; the 
freight earnings of the Central of Geor- 
gia railway, estimating May and June, 
1899, will not exceed $2,420.03 per mile, or 
$541.18 per mile less than the average 
of group five; and $1,819.61 per mile less 
than the total average of the ten groups. 


Great Increase in Taxes. 


‘During the year 1898, compared with 
1897, our state taxes in Georgia were in- 
creased 19.45 per cent; our county taxes 
8.6 per cent, and our municipal taxes 2.1 
per cent. We have paid for revenue

The owners of the condemned oil will 
have the privilege of raising it to the 
standard required by law, but before ih 
can then be sold it must be again sub- 
mitted to an official test, and the fees of 
this second test will be paid by the own- 
er. All owners discovered selling oil 
@hich has been condemned and which has 
Mot been brought up to the standard re- 
@uired, will be at once prosecuted by the 
state.

The oil already seized will be held. but 
the owners may raise it to the standard 
required by the law, and in case the own- 
ers take no steps to bring about this rais-

Will Use a New Tester. 

The commissioner of agriculture has 
further ordered that, commencing Sep- 
tember 15th, the present tester will be 
replaced by the one used by the New York 
state board of health. This instrument is 
a closed tester, and is considered far 
superior to the Taglliabue i nstrument 
which has been in use in the state fora 
The Tagliabue instru- 
ment is an open tester, and the method 
used in the tests has beer? that the oil 
was tested by flashing it in a tester with 
a bead of fire until 120 degrees were reg- 
istered by the thermometer, or until the 
oil burned. 

According to law, the burning point 
was considered as the point of danger, 
but in otner states it has always been 
regarded that the flashing point was the 
point of danger. In New York state the 
flashing point is placed at 100 degrees, 
and in consequence the burning point reg- 
istered a considerable number of degrees 
above that.

Attorney General's Office, Atlanta, 
Ga., July 138, 1899.—Hon. O. B. Stevens, 
(‘ommissioner of Agriculture, Atianta, 
Ga.

1.1 think that under paragraphs i

grees Fahrenheit. 

® It is the duty of oll inspectors 
when they find oil in tanks held by 
wholesale dealers below the test fre- 
quired by law to condemn same and 
stamp upon such tanks. the words, 
“State of Georgia, rejected,’ as pre- 
seribed by paragraph 9 of section loss 
and place ekereon the name of the in- 
spector and the the inspec- 
tion. I do n®@ think an inspector 1s 
authorized to condemn and conliscate 
such oil, but it is his duty to prosecute 
any person who sells or coffers for sale 
such rejected oil under section 607 of 
the penal code, which declares that 
any person who shall sell or offer for 
sale rejected oil shail be guiity of a 
misdemeanor, and that the fine im- 
posed therefor shall be given to the 
public school fund in the county in 
which the offense is committed. The 
inspector, howwer, may allow the 
owner of such oil to raise the standard 
of same up to the test required by 
law, but before any rejected oil is o:- 
fered for sale a new inspection shouid 
be had showing that it cemes fully 
up to the requirements of the law.
